Isabella Blaine, oldest daughter of the 
secretary of state, was married nt 1 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon at the residence of her 
father, in this city, to Walter Damroscli, 
of New i'ork. The engagement of Miss 
Blaine was announced some months ago, 
but the niariiage has been postponed be- 
cause of the comparatively rccpnt death of 
Mrs. Coppinger, her sister, and later other 
brother, Walker Blaine. Shortly after 
noon the guests began to arrive. They 
were welcomed by Mrs. and Mrs. Ernons 
Bluine and then by the secretary of state 
and Ins wife. The decorations for tlie 
event were of n moik-st but L'ffect've char- 
acter. 
A white satin ribbon stretched 


across the drawing room, dividing it mid- 
way. On the other side of this ribbon, and 
in the library beyond, was the space re- 
served for the guests. As 1 o'clock drew 
near they came in great numbers, and it 
was soon evident that, had the wedding 
been less ''private," room could never have 
been fouiid for those invited. 


Arrival of the President. 


The President and Mrs. Harrison drove 


over from the executive mansion a few 
minutes before 1 o'clock, and when they 
appeared in the reception room, they 
quickly becan.e, for the moment, the 
centre of attraction. Mrs. McKee was 
also present as a member of the executive 
party. All of the cabinet members except 
the attorney-general were present. The 
members of diplomatic corps came as they 
would have ci:me to a public function— 
arrayed in brilliant uniform or sombre and 
impressive black. The Chinese minister 
was present in hi* long robe of colored 
silk, the representatives of European gov- 
ernments in bright gold and silver lace. 
The assemblage Lot only filled the draw- 
ing-room and library, but overflowed into 
the hall when 1 o'clock arrived. 


The Bride Enters. 


But the bridal party did not appear at 


the appointed hour. What bridal party 
ever did? It was nearly half-past 1 o'clock 
when the minister. Rev. G. W. Douglas, 
the rector of St. Johns' Episcopal church, 
took his position at the end of the drawing 
room. A few minutes later Miss Blaiue 
entered the room on the aim of her father. 
She wore an imported 
dress of white 


mousselin de soie, demi-traue, with appli- 
que embroidery. She carried in her hand 
a boqnet of violets tied with white ribbon. 
With 
her came her bridesmaid, Miss 


Harriet Blaine, who wore a becoming 
gown of white crepe lisse. She carried a 
bunch of marguerites. Mrs. Blaine, who 
followed the wedding party, wore a helio- 
trope satin gown; Mrs. Emmous Blaine. 
her wedding gown of white satin. Mrs. 
Emmons Blaine carried a Imnch of lilies of 
the valley, bordered with heliotrope. 


At the Hymeneal Altar. 


In addition to those mentioned, there 


were within the ribboned enclosure the 
groom's mother, Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Damrosch the groom's two unmarried 
sisters, his married sister, Mrs. Wise- 
man, and his aunt, Miss VanHamburg of 
New York. Of the bride's family there 
were Emmons Blaine, James G. Blaine, 
Jr., and Mi&s Abigail Dodge. The bride 
and groom met at the place where, against 
a background of blossoming plants, the 
mlnitter, prayer-book in hand, awaited 
their coming. A hush fell over the as- 
semblage as Dr. Douglas began the simple 
solemn service of the Episcopal church. 
Both the bride and the groom made the 
response in clear, steady tones, without 
embarrassment. 
Mr. Blaine gave away 


the bride. At the conclusion of the cere- 
mony, the bridal couple turned and re 
ceived the congratulations of those within 
the ribboned space. 


Receiving Good Wllhes, 


The ribbon WHS taken down then, and 


congratulations 
became 
general. For 


fully half an hour the bridal couple stood 
to receive the good wishes of their friends. 
At the end of that time the bride took the 
arm of President Harrison and led the way 
to the dining room on the first floor, where 
the wedding breakfast had been set. The 
breakfast was Berved from a table over 
which were strewn maiden hair fern,

walked one before and one behind the 
bridal party. After the wedding break- 
fast the guests lingered only long enough 
*o bid good bye to the family and o renew 
their congratulations.

Damrosch took an early evening train for 
New York, where the honeymoon will be 
passed. MayM, ia company with Mr. and 
Mrs. Carnegie, they will sail for Europe 
and spend the summer at the Carnegie 
Scottish castle.

will return in 


September and go to housekeeping in 
their new home in New York. 


The \VodHiiiR Presents. 


The presents received by Mr. and Mrs. 


Damrosch were very handsome and very 
costly. The gifts of the diplomatic corps 
was a tea service of gold lined repousse 
silver confuting of six pieces—tea pot, 
cream ewer, sugar bowl, spoon bowl and 
kettle for hot water. President and Mrs. 
Harrison's gift is a large bowl for salad, 
with spoon to match, of repousse silver, 
lined with gold. Senator and Mrs. Leland 
Stanford's present was an immense white 
satin-lined blue plush case of solid gold 
carving, fish and salad knives, forks and 
spoons, the latter with curiously carved 
handles of colored pearl, on which, raised 
in gold, are the bride's initials, M. I. B. 
Vice President and Mrs. Morton sent a 
large case containing six articles in re- 
pousse (.liver for the dressing table. Kep- 
resentative and Mrs. Hitt, of Illinois, sent 
a mahoghany chest containing twelve 
dozen pieces of silver—a dozen each of 
dinner, breakfast, tea, and aspargus knives 
and forks, with spoons for each course, and 
bowls of every description.

A FUNERAL IN BOATS. 


Much Distress Caused by High Water at 


Colui«l>ift, Tex.

of this town is distressing in the extreme.

The first floors of the residences 
are submerged. tLe occupants being driven 
into the upper stories. From one-storied 
cottages residents have been compelled to 
move to the homes of hospitable neighbors. 
The waters are still rising. There is not 
l.CiK) square feet ia Columbia out of water. 
Buainens is suspended, churcheoare closed, 
and the people go everywhere in boats. 


A I'roc'cbtion of Itonts. 


A novel scene, which has perhaps never 


been enacted before in Texas, was pre- 
sented at the funeral of tho late Gen. Duff. 
A large concourse of mourning friends, in- 
cluding the entire Masonic fraternity, fol- 
lowed the corpse to I he cemetery, two miles 
from town, in boats. There were forty-six 
bouts in tlie procession, with an average of 
five occupants in each. For thirty two 
years, from ISo!) to 18S5, there had been no 
overflow in the Bra7.cs at this point. Since 
1885 there has been nn unusual overflow, 
b'U none that was prolonged or did any 
damage. 


Will Pray for lialn. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 17.—Archbishop 


John Ireland, of the archdiocese of St. 
Paul, has issued a generul letter to every 
bishop and priest iu his jurisdiction, which 
covers the general northweSt, instructing 
them to add after every mass a special 
prayer for rain and for the general welfare 
of the crops. Reports from North Dakota 
indicate that a terrific wind storm has pre- 
vailed in the western part of the state for 
nearly twenty four hours. 
The damage 


to growing crops has been very heavy. 
Not enough rain has fallen to wet the 
ground, and farmers are much discour- 
aged.

A 7o\\u Destroyed by Fire. 


Siorx CITY, Iowa, May 17.—Covington, 


the saloon town across the river about 
which so much has been written, was en- 
tirely consumed by fire between 3 and S 
o'clock in the morning. Last January all 
the buildings on the wsst side ol the only 
street were burned, and the blaze took all 
those on the east side. Nine buildings 
were burned. Six of those were occupied 
t>y tjaloons. Very little of the contents 
was saved. The'loss is about #16,000; in- 
sured for le.^s than half. There is no prob- 
ability that the town will be rebuilt.

SIBERIAN EXILES 
ROASTED ALIVE. 


The Falling Walls of a Cathedral Topple 


Onto a Hospital, Resulting in tho Death 
of the Inmates—The Triumphant Tonr 
of Ex-Premier Gladstone from Ipswich 
to Norwich—The C16ngorey Estate Ten- 
ants—Foreign Notes. 
ST. PETERSBURG, 
May 
17.—Horrible 


scenes are reported as having occurred 
during the burning of Tomsk, the capital 
of Western Siberia. The place was visited 
simultaneously by a conflagration and a 
cyclone, the result of the combined disas- 
ters being the distraction of three-quarters 
of the buildings, which were of wood, and 
the loss of hundreds of lives. The cathe- 
dral, situated in the High Town, is in 
ashes. The walls of the edifice in falling 
crushed an fidjucen' hospital, bury the in- 
mates, who were subsequently roasted 
alive. 


No Time to Assist Exiles. 


The garrison brutally refused to render 


the least assistance in saving lives and 
property, on the plea that they had enough 
to do to protect the barracks and other 
government buildings. They also added 
that they had no time to assist "worthless 
exiles." In strong contrast to this action 
of the troops was that of the worthy 
bishop and his assistant priests. March- 
ing through the burning city at the head 
of a procession, with, banners and other 
sacred emblems, he stopped at frequent 
intervals to give absolution to tho dying 
and to bless the dead. 


Burled In n Alaiitle of Snow. 


And never was the consolation carried 


by these sacred rites more greatly needed 
than by the panic-stricken mob of suffer- 
ers who huddled together in the streets, 
and, firmly believing that the end of the 
world had come, abandoned themselves to 
stolid despair. 
Much of the suffering, 


however, might have been avoided hud 
there been the slightest attempt at organ- 
ized relief. As if fire and water were not 
capable of inflicting misery enough en the 
unfortunate outcasts, the storm was fol- 
lowed by a sudden fall in the temperature 
and soon the devastated city was buried 
beneath a mantle of snow that added 
stinging cold to the sufferings of the 
thousands of shelterless men, women and 
children. 


AN OVATION TO GLADSTONE. 


Vant Crowds Welcome the Ex-Premier at 


Norwich and Elsewhere. 


LONDON', 
May 17.—Gladstone's route 


from Ipswich to Norwich, Friday, was 
literally lined with his admirers. At every 
station he was greeted by crowds of people 
who had assembled hours before the ar- 
rival of his train and patiently awaited his 
coming. At a few of the stations he was 
compelled to speak in response to repeated 
calls, but bis remarks were brief and un- 
important from a political point of view. 


The Welcome ftt Norwich. 


As the train rolled into Norwich a tro- 


mendous cheer went up from the great 
crowd surrounding the station and the ex- 
premier's appearance ou the platform was 
the signal for another and a greater out- 
burst of applause. As Gladstone and the 
committee delegated to receive him en- 
tered carriages and were driven slowly 
away the vast crowd formed in line and 
followed, cheering as they marched. No 
greater demonstration of popular" admira- 
tion for a British subject than that which 
characterized Gladstone's triumphal entry 
into Norwich has ever been witnessed. 


Coinprninlflirig with Tenants. 


LOMDON, May 17.—The offer made by 


the agent of the Clong-irey estate to settle 
with the tenants on the basia of the pay- 
ment of one instead of three years' rent, 
as previously exacted, has been accepted 
conditionally by the Iwtter. The condi- 
tions laid down by the tenants are that the 
estate shall reinstate all of the tenants 
who have been evicted, and place them 
upon the same footing in the future as 
those remaining, and that the houses de- 
stroyed shall be rebuilt and put into the 
possession of the evictees without expense 
to them. It is thought probable that the 
conditions will be accepted in order to 
avoid further trouble. 


l)lvl<" j Up the Dark Continent. 


May 17.—The Standard's Berlin 


despatch says that France and Germany 
have agreed, in order to avoid disputes on 
the frontier, to strip a wide space of 
ground on either side of the boundary line 
and place at frequent intervals large stones 
marking the Hue of delimitation conspicu- 
ously. Negotiations with England with 
regard to Africa are in active progress, but 
thus far without any result, as both sidea 
are firmly adhering to their demands. 


Suicide of Conmil AlcCheane. 


LONDON, Way 17.—Thomas McCheane, 


United States consul at Portsmouth, has 
committed suicide by shooting himself 
with a revolver at Southsea Cattle, a 
fashionable place of residence on the oppo- 
site of the inlet of the sea on which Ports- 
mouth ia situated. 


8tanley*0 Treaties Not Authorized. 


LONDON, May 17.—Sir James Ferguion, 


under foreign secretary, stated in the 
house of commons that Henry M. Stanley's 
treaties with African chiefs 
were not 


authorized by the government. 


Found Floating; in the Lake. 


OSHKOSH, Wis., May 17.—The mystery of 


the disappearance of H. Hands has been 
solved by the discovery of his body floating 
in the lake. April 7 he departed on a fish- 
ing tug and did not return, although his 
boat was found, showing no evidence of an 
accident. Some of his friends claimed 
that he had been murdered, and it was 
also reported that he hod been seen in a 
neighboring city. He is supposed to have 
been accidentally drowned. 


Took Big Own 1,1 fo. 


HELENA, Mont., May 17.—Edward Floyd 


Crosby, son of ex-Governor Crosby and 
son-in-law of Bishop Brewer, committed 
suicide by shooting himself through the 
heart. No definite cause is assigned. He 
had bid his wife good night only a few 
minutes before, ami had gone to his room 
and undressed for bed. He was dead when 
found. 


A Timely Dltcovery. 


DALLAS, Texas, May 17.—An attempt 


was made at midnight to burn the court 
house. 
The county records and other 


valuable papers were found placed in a 
heap, saturated with oil and tired. Timely 
discovery prevented their total destruction. 


A TOILSOME JOURNEY. 


Aa Entire Family Walk from Marlon 


County, Kas., to St. Joseph, Mo. 


ST. 
JOSEPH, 
Mo., May 
17.—George 


Brooks, his wife and five children ranging 
in age from * to 14 years have arrived in 
St. Joseph, having walked from Marion 
county, Kas., over three hundred miles, 
since the first of the month. The family 
went to southwestern Kansas during the 
boom and proved up a claim. Poor crops 
resulted in their losing both farm and 
stock. Their neighlwrs were in almost as 
hard circumstances as themselves, and 
when Brooks concluded to start to his old 
home at Sigourney, Iowa, nobody could 
assist him. 


In a Terrible Condition. 


He finally determined to walk, and.his 


conclusion was partly carried out. When 
they arrived here they were in a horrible 
condition. The wife's shoes were worn 
out and her feet were one mass of sores. 
The younger children, boys aged 4 and 6 
years, had walked nearly all the way, and 
their cowhide shoes had made running 
ulcers in their heels a quarter of an inch 
deep. Brooks insists that there are hun- 
dreds in the new counties of Kansas whose 
condition is in no way any better than 
that of his family. 


ROBBED OF HIS FORTUNE. 


Thirteen Thousand Hollars Taken from 


an Ohio Farmer. 


CINCINNATI, May 17.—Henry Freeman, 


a farmer residing at Heinrich, Shelby, 
county, Illinois, was robbed of $13,000 in 
the railroad station at Delaware, Ohio, 
Freeman was on his way home from New 
York, where he had been to dispose of a 
lot of stock and produce. He carried a big 
satchel under his arm, and seemed very 
anxious about it. The train stopped at 
Delaware for dinner. Freeman got off 
with his precious package, which he de- 
posited on a high bench. 


Ilrloka Instead of Money. 


He forgot it for a few minutes, but 


went after it before the train started. 
Some time after leaving Delaware Free- 
man opened the satchel and nearly fainted 
when he found his money gone and the 
bag filled with bricks and papers. The 
total amount, which was about $13,000, 
represented almost the unhappy fanner's 
entire fortune. There is no clew to the 
thievea, but it is believed they must have 
followed him.

Christian Scientist* Make a felamal Fail- 


ure at I>envor. 


DENVER, Colo., May 17.—J. H. Vincent, 


mining broker, died here after sensational 
experiences with Christian Scientists, of 
which sect his wife is a member. While 
suffering 
from 
Bright's disease 
two 


months ago Vincent was attended by two 
leading physicians, who pronounced his 
disease 
incurable. Then Mrs. Vincent 


drove them out of the house and forbade 
their return. The Invalid's mother even 
was forced out of her lodging In the same 
house because she protested. Every even- 
ing prayers were recited, and, despite th« 
sufferings of the patient, no medicine was 
administered. When the Humane society 
demanded admission the sick man was 
propped against, a window and forced to 
say that he was being treated all right. 
Vincent came from Chicago six years ago. 


A niiimcnpolln Alderman Acquitted. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 17.—Alder- 


man John T. McGownn has been found 
not guilty of the charge of accepting a 
bribe. The first vote taken by the jury 
stood 8 to 8 in favor of acquittal, one 
blank ballot being cast. In less than an 
hour the jury agreed upon their verdict. 
Alderman McGowan will probably sue 
The Times and Alderman Emerson Cole. 
Alderman lirueshaber, who is to be tried I 
for the same offense, will be heard next 
Monday week. The grand jury resumes 
its duties Tuesday, and it is rumored that 
more "boodle" indictments will be found 
against members of the city council. 


Tho Behrlng Sea Dittputc. 


OTTAWA, Ont., May 17.—The Dominion 


parliament was prorogued at 4 o'clock 
Friday afternoon. The governor general, 
in the course of his speech proroguing 
parliament, referred to the Behring sea 
question as follows: "The negotiations 
respecting the Behrlng sea question are 
still iu progress at Washington City, with 
good prospects of a 
favorable result. 


Meantime the continuance for another 
year of what is known as the modus vi- 
vendi will serve to show our earnest de- 
sire to cultivate the most friendly rela- 
tions with the United States government 
and people." 


Charltlca and Correction*. 


BALTIMORE, May 17.—The morning hours 


of the national conference of charities and 
corrections were chiefly taken up by the 
reading of papers on "Immigration,? and 
they all favored some means of prevent- 
ing the country l>eing made the dumping 
ground-of Europe's paupers, lunatics and 
criminals. The committee on charity or- 
ganization reported seventy-eight charity 
organizations in this country, and that It 
costs $28.32 each to ferret out impostors, 
and $97.29 to make each worthy family 
self-supporting, the number of the latter 
assisted during the 
year having been 


1,807. 


Caused uy Mental Worry. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, May 17.—John S. 


Abell, business manager of The Spring- 
field Democrat, was seized with a violent 
attacK of frenzy. He had been bitten a 
day or two ago by his dog, which had ap- 
parently been ailing but was not supposed 
to have hydrophobia. Mr. Abell wasmuch 
worried. The physician says his case does 
not seem to be hydrophobia, but is rather 
due to mental worry about the supposed 
danger of the bite. 


The Hibernians Adjourn. 


HABTFORD, Conn., May 17.—The Hibern- 


ian convention has adjourned to meet at 
New Orleans in 1892. Officers were elected 
as follows: National delegate, M. F. Wil- 
there, of Philadelphia; national aecretary, 
M. D. Slattery, of Albany, national treas- 
urer, Thomas J. Dundon, of Columbus, 
Ohio.

The ea 
ble would bo four feut in diameter (tb 
Brooklyn bridge cables are fifteen inches) 
and tbe towers would be 51)0 feet high. The 
bridge proper would accommodate ten rail 
way trmcke. Foot passengers could be lifte< 
up to Its level by elevators iu tbe anchorage*, 
but if it was desired to provide for the poo- 
age of vehicles they would have to ascend the 
palisades to reach its level.—New York Timei.
